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Two sent to 
prison over 
pub attack 

Two men have been jailed for an attack on a 
63-year-old pub regular who went to the aid of 
its landlady. 

Robert Pearce, who used the Robin Hood, The 
Crescent, Willenhall for the past 24 years, had his 
left arm broken and still suffers after effects 15 
months and two operations later. 

John Evans, prosecuting, told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court this week: “There was an altercation 
between the pub landlady Joanne Bevan and some 
girls and Mr Pearce went to help her. 

“His arrival simply stimulated three young men in 
their 20s who were not regulars of the pub. Mr 
Pearce was dragged outside by them, knocked to the 
ground and kicked.” 

The three involved, Gary Tolley, Ben Crutchley 
and Richard Greensill, were arrested at the scene 
when officers arrived soon afterwards. 

All pleaded guilty to inflicting grievous bodily 
harm on Mr Pearce on July 10 last year. 

Tolley, aged 24, was on bail at the time after break¬ 
ing the jaw of a man and his barrister Miss Wendy 
Miller told the court: “He is utterly ashamed of his 
actions.” 

Walter Bealby, defending 23-year-old Greensill, 
said his client had played a lesser part in the attack. 

Tolley from Coalway Road, Bloxwich and Crutch- 
ley, 22, of Lowe Avenue, Darlaston were each jailed 
for 14 months. 

Greensill from Cash Joynson Avenue, Darlaston 
had a 12-month jail sentence suspended under 
supervision for two years and ordered to pay £500 
costs and do 150 hours unpaid work. 

Rise on hold for 
council cabinet 

Senior councillors in Walsall have turned down 
planned pay rises of up to £2,300 a year after the 
move was criticised 

The ruling Tory group - whose cabinet members 
were in line for the extra money under plans 
revealed recently - agreed at a group meeting last 
week that they would defer the rises for at least 
another year. All councillors were due to be asked to 
approve proposals to increase extra-responsibility 
payments of the cabinet members. 

Under plans the payments would have been 
increased by £2,300, £1,500 or £1,000 every year for 
the next four, on top of a basic allowance of more than 
£10,378. 

But the move was criticised as the council is bat¬ 
tling to save £65 million, with budget cuts and job 
losses on the way. 

Opposition group leader Labour’s Councillor Tim 
Oliver welcomed the apparent U-turn. And said he 
was pleased the Tories had listened to public opinion 
and decided to vote against the recommended 
increase which was due to be presented to the full 
council meeting tonight. 

“It’s good to see that Tory councillors have rejected 
the argument of their leader Mike Bird who said in 
the press that he and his cabinet members deserved 
this pay rise. But they have only suspended the move 
until next year,” he said. 

“By that time, the cuts will be coming into force.” 

Councillor Bird conceded no rise would be pro¬ 
posed until next year. But he denied there had been 
a U-turn. 


Festive celebration is latest casualty of cutbacks

The annual celebrity festive lights switch-on 
and town centre Christmas tree will be axed by 
Walsall council this year due to a lack of 
funding. 

Traders today hit out at the decision by Walsall 
Council, whose deputy council leader Adrian 
Andrew said no money had been allocated for the 
festivities this year. 

The extravaganza had previously been organised 
through the old Walsall Town Centre Management Part¬ 
nership which ceased to trade last month. 

Lights will still be put up around the town but there will 
not be the grand switch-on in November, which has previ¬ 
ously attracted X Factor stars and even Hollywood actor 
Matthew Marsden who hails from the Yew Tree Estate. 

Thousands 

Other guests included X Factor contestants Eoghan 
Quigg and Rachel Adedeji last year and Aldridge-born Par¬ 
alympic Gold winner Eleanor Simmonds in 2008. 

A 30ft tree has been put in The Bridge and Digbeth over 
the last few years with thousands of people attracted to the 
switch-on. 

Regeneration chief and deputy council leader Mr 
Andrew said: “It costs £3,000 for the tree to go up with 
lights and it is money that has not been allocated. 

“We are still putting lights up to create a festive feel. It 
is a shame but we have to look after the district centres 
too.” The event usually coincided with late-night shopping 
in a bid to boost business for shops and market traders. 
Shops will open late on Thursdays from November 25, but 
the Saddlers Centre will not open late until December 2. 

The decision has been branded as a blow to everyone in 
the town. Walsall Market Traders Association chairman 
Tony Larner said: “It draws in people and traders and 
shops will be disappointed. When Ellie came you couldn’t 
move there were so many people.” 


Schools plan buried 


A multi-million pound 
scheme to transform crum¬ 
bling schools across Walsall 
will not be revived despite a 
plea to challenge the deci¬ 
sion, council chiefs say. 

The £100 million Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future 
project was axed in the 
summer. The Labour group 
in Walsall called for the 
council to press the Secre¬ 


tary of State to reinstate the 
programme. A motion was 
tabled to full council this 
week to reverse the decision 
to halt the rebuild or refur¬ 
bishment of six secondaries. 

But the ruling Tory group 
ruled against such an 
approach. They now want to 
concentrate on a survey of 
all schools to assess future 
r efurbishments.

Charges will be waived at car parks in Walsall on 
Remembrance Sunday after a U-turn by council 
chiefs. 

Parking fees have been suspended throughout the 
day on all council-owned car parks as people pay 
their respects to the fallen. 

It comes after last year’s event saw people, includ¬ 
ing veterans, slapped with £25 fines - many of which 
were later rescinded. 

Council leader Mike Bird said the decision to 
waive charges had come after “weeks of considera¬ 
tion”. He said: “We have listened carefully to the 
views of veterans.” 

Mr Bird added there were comments made by 
them and others involved in last year’s event, and he 
pledged that “we can do things better this time 
around.” 

He said: “People will be able to pay their respects 
to the fallen, or reflect on the outstanding bravery 
being shown by servicemen and women currently 
involved in conflict without having to worry about 
paying to park. 

“We feel that this is absolutely the right thing to 
do on a day that is, quite honestly, like no other in its 
significance and meaning. 

Wardens will still be on duty to ensure drivers are 
parking considerately and not blocking pathways 
for wheelchair users. 

Many of the people who gathered to pay their 
respects last year said they had not been aware of 
new Sunday parking charges which had come into 
force in September last year. 

The council was later forced to apologise and 
refunds were issued on appeal.

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Revamp 
scheme 
is closer 

The multi-million pound transfor¬ 
mation of Walsall’s canalside has 
taken a step forward after the latest 
Waterfront scheme was recommended 
for approval. 

A 100-bed hotel with a restaurant, 
bar and a temporary 100-space car 
park is planned for the Waterfront 
North, near the town centre. 

The long-awaited six storey hotel, 
which is believed to be a Premier Inn, 
will create some 60 jobs in the town. A 
revamp of the 19th century Wharfin¬ 
gers Cottage is also included as part of 
the £65 million scheme. 

There are hopes of turning it into a 
hub of retail space, offices, leisure, 
bars and restaurants. Outline plan¬ 
ning permission has already been 
given to the scheme and now a more 
detailed application has been submit¬ 
ted to council chiefs. 

Controversially, the plan includes 
the removal of the Wharf Bar car 
park, along Wolverhampton Street, 
and its popular outdoor seating area 
to create as much space as possible for 
pedestrians. 

But planning officers want to 
impose a condition restricting devel¬ 
opers Urban Splash from creating 
shops, banks and building societies 
there. 

A report set to go before Thursday 
night’s planning meeting states: 
“There is a danger the proposed devel¬ 
opment would draw trade away from 
the primary shopping area, including 
from outlets within or better related 
to the primary shopping area. The 
health of Walsall town centre ... is a 
cause for concern.”

Chairman of the bench

this sort of behaviour is 
not accepted in the 
borough.” 


The Bulls Head Pub, Park Road, Bloxwich, 
where the roof has been destroyed. 

A Walsall pub has been left in a dangerous state 
after the roof was destroyed in a suspected arson 
attack which caused part of the first floor and 
interior walls to collapse. 

Thirty firefighters fought the blaze at The Bulls 
Head which has stood in Park Road, Bloxwich, 
since the 1920s. Watch Commander Peter 
Medford, of Willenhall fire, said an investigation 
was under way to find the cause of the blaze after 
a door had been forced open. The pub, off High 
Street, closed in 2007 and owner Aldridge-based 
Dorchester Land Ltd plans to convert it into 
shops. Mr Medford said: The building is in a dan¬ 
gerous condition.The roof has completely gone 
and the building is unsafe. Part of the first floor 
has collapsed and fallen to the ground floor. 

“Tiles were still falling off the top when we 
arrived and we are concerned about the state of 
the walls.”

Capital 
Leisure, which also runs the Coli¬ 
seum in Bradford Street, has bought 
the building and vowed to open it 
again as a nightspot. 

Managing director Suki Samra 
said: “We are probably looking at mid- 
February. We are still committed to it 
but Walsall is quiet at the moment 
and footfall in the industry is down.” 

The former Bridge Street venue has 
been undergoing an outside facelift, 
and will also be kitted out with a 
modern interior. Bosses previously 
said a total renovation was needed as 
the building had been neglected. 

The original Studio 45 closed on 
police advice in January 2007, after a 
series of problems under previous 
owners. 

A spate of violent incidents at the 
club included two woundings within 
half an hour on a Saturday night and 
customers arriving armed with 
knuckle - dusters. 

Woman, 60,

Pc Daryl Buddery said: “The lady 
commented it was good to see people 
taking action and it had restored her 
faith in the public.” 

A 31-year-old man was cautioned.

Walsall Manor Hospital’s bid to 
gain freedom from Government 
control may not happen until 2013. 

Bosses confirmed the hospital’s 
bid for foundation trust status 
would not be submitted by the end 
of this year. 

They had previously said the 
Moat Road hospital was on track to 
gain foundation trust status by 
2011. 

They say it could now take 


another three years, and they put 
the delay down partly to this year’s 
move to a new £174m base. 

Dawn Kenny, director of corpo¬ 
rate affairs and trust secretary, 
said changes to the procedure of 
becoming a foundation trust had 
also had also had an impact. 

She added: “We are therefore re¬ 
entering the application process 
under this new regime which will 
also reflect the integration of com¬ 


munity services into the organisa¬ 
tion from April 2011.” 

Borough health chiefs are 
working with the West Midlands 
Strategic Health Authority to 
agree the exact timeframes for 
moving through the foundation 
trust assessment. 

Trust status gives hospitals 
control of their own affairs, but 
managers must prove they are 
ready to go it alone. 


Recruitment day at Manor 


Around 100 nurses, care 
assistants and clerical staff are 
being recruited by health chiefs 
in Walsall. 

Hundreds are expected to 
attend a recruitment day being 
held at Walsall’s Manor Hospi¬ 
tal. Bosses said the move shows 
a commitment to frontline serv¬ 
ices despite the uncertain 
financial climate. 

Jobs are up for grabs at the 


the hospital and within the 
borough’s community health 
services. Jobs include regis¬ 
tered nurses, care assistants, 
district nurses and therapy 
staff, as well as ward clerks and 
discharge clerks 

Annabel Smith, Walsall NHS 
Manor Hospital Trust spokes¬ 
woman, said: “In this uncertain 
climate, we’re really committed 
to making sure frontline serv¬ 


ices are delivered and we can 
still offer the best care to the 
people of Walsall. 

‘We are becoming integrated 
with community services so we 
are going to be looking at differ¬ 
ent models of care. 

The recruitment day will be 
on November 11 from 10am to 
4pm at the Manor Learning 
and Conference Centre in Moat 
Road. 


Police 
station 
on hold 

Chief officers have said 
the future of Walsall’s 
new £10 million police is 
on hold fuelling uncer¬ 
tainty over the building. 

Council chiefs had 
struck a provisional 
agreement with West 
Midlands Police which 
would see the town’s 
main police headquar¬ 
ters move from its base in 
Green Lane to mainly 
council-owned land in 
Hatherton Street. 

But now West Mid¬ 
lands Police Authority 
revealed the plan is on 
hold, despite other sta¬ 
tions being built in the 
region. 

The £10 million West 
Bromwich police station 
is on course to open next 
summer, while Bilston’s 
new £3.5m station is 
expected to open in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Walsall police have 
three years to move from 
their current base, which 
was built in the 1960s 
and houses 500 staff, as it 
does not comply with dis¬ 
ability access laws. 

Police Authority 
spokeswoman Caroline 
Schubert said: “The 
scheme is on hold and 
there is no further infor¬ 
mation at the moment.” 

Bosses had previously 
confirmed funding had 
been earmarked in the 
force’s capital plan but 
said they were awaiting 
further announcements. 

Takeover 
is sealed 

The takeover of two 
Walsall factories has 
effectively been sealed. 

More than 70 staff 
work at Raxton, Aldridge 
and Redapt Engineering 
in Darlaston, which have 
been acquired in the 
£19.2 million takeover of 
parent company Mount 
Engineering by Cooper 
Controls. 

Cooper gatecrashed an 
earlier £ 16m bid from the 
Yorkshire-based Redhall 
Group, trumping it with 
a higher offer and secur¬ 
ing 91 per cent of the 
shares. 


Families of the Falklands 
heroes in sad pilgrimage 


The parents of a Falklands 
War hero from Walsall are 
preparing to visit the battle¬ 
field where he was killed. 

Private Mark Dodsworth was 
shot as he tended to an injured 
soldier during the battle of 
Mount Longdon in 1982. 

Parents Bryan and Carole will go 
on the emotional pilgrimage to the 
islands for the first time, and attend 
a remembrance service in honour of 
fallen heroes. 

The family, from Coalpool, 
Walsall, will also lay a plaque next 
to a tree planted in his memory at 
the capital, Stanley. Trees were 
planted by townsfolk to remember 
each person killed in the conflict. 

Pte Dodsworth from Walsall was 
a paramedic with the Third Battal¬ 
ion of the Parachute Regiment 
when he was killed aged 24. 

The former pupil of Manor Farm 
school in Rushall joined the Junior 
Leaders in Folkestone straight from 
school before joining the forces. 

Sniffer 

He also carried out training at 
Melton Mowbray in Leicestershire 
where he worked with sniffer dogs 
up to his 18th birthday, when he 
was deployed in Northern Ireland. 

sHe was based at Palace Barracks 
in Northern Ireland for four-and-a- 
half years, and went on to meet his 
future wife Caroline. They were 
married for 14 months before he 
died in action. 

On his return from Northern 
Ireland he trained as a medic and 
was posted to the Falklands on his 
24th birthday on April 5. He died on 
June 12, 1982. 

The battle of Mount Longdon was 
one of the final engagements of the 
war. The battalion suffered the most 
losses for a single unit, with 23 
killed during two days of shelling. 

Pte Dodsworth’s father Bryan, 
aged 74, also served with the Para¬ 
chute Regiment for three years and 
was involved in the Suez Campaign 
of 1956.

He will be joined by Carole, aged 
71, and will be among a number of other fam¬ 
ilies at the service. They will go to Mount 
Longdon as part of their journey. 

Mr Dodsworth said: “It is the first time we 
have been out there and we are going to pay 
our own tribute. Hopefully it will help bring 
some closure. 

“Mark was a gentle giant, a quiet unassum¬ 
ing lad. He loved what he did and joined up 
straight from school. 

“It will be quite emotional for Carole but as 
a former para myself I am curious to see what 


he was up against and where he was when he 
got there.” 

He added they had no regrets about Mark 
following his ambition to serve in the armed 
forces. “When you are trained as a soldier you 
want to put that into operation,” he said. 

Funded 

“I had been through it myself and know how 
he was feeling - he wanted to serve his 
country.” The trip has been funded through 
the Army Benevolent Fund but the family are 


looking to raise money in recognition of the 
gesture. They have held raffles and a quiz 
night. 

Memorial 

The parents of another war hero who was 
killed during the Falklands conflict are also 
due to travel to the islands. 

Adrian Anslow, from Wolverhampton, was 
an electrical mechanic with the Royal Navy’s 
Fleet Air Arm. He was on board the Atlantic 
Conveyor when it sank after being hit by two 
Argentine missiles. He was among 12 sailors 


who were killed. He was 20 at the time. 

His parents Alf and Rose, of Compton, are 
expected to pay their respects at a special 
memorial for the Atlantic Conveyor’s lost ser¬ 
vicemen. 

Ceremony 

It will be the be the first time they have 
visited the Falklands since the year after his 
death. Anslow Gardens in Ashmore Park, 
Wednesfield, was named after Adrian in a cer¬ 
emony in 1996. 


Security 
cameras

“It seems to be a lot better than it was 
before. There are a lot more traders here, and 
the rent is cheaper.” 

Popular 

Steve Roberts, aged 56, helps run the Pork 
Roast food van, which also trades at the 
Bescot Sunday market run by LSD. 

“It just shows how popular the market is 
with the amount of traders that are here 
today,” he said. The market first closed in 
July 2009 after previous operators failed to 
get a lease with council chiefs. It was taken 


over by the council last September to run 
Tuesdays and Saturdays. Heavy rain did not 
stop shoppers coming back. Traders said they 
also jumped at the chance to bag a pitch at 
the market. To help celebrate the relaunch, 
meat supplier Willow Farm offered 200 
turkeys every hour at £2 each from 10am to 
2pm. Promotional officer Donna Pattison, 41, 
of Turnberry Road, Bloxwich, said: “I used to 
come here years ago. It’s good to have it back. 

“I am particularly impressed by the fruit 
and veg on offer.” 

Tony Mallett, 51, of Stourbridge, who 
helps sell on Willow Farm’s van said: ‘We 
want to help bring the market back to its 
former glory. The people of Brownhills need 


this market. It has always been a good food 
market in the past and can still be one in the 
future.” LSD Promotions director Dermot 
McGillicuddy said: “We honestly believe this 
market has got a great future, and this time 
it is back to stay.” 

Failed 

The market, running for more than 40 
years, closed in July 2009 after previous 
operators failed to get a lease with Walsall 
Council. Last September it was taken over by 
the council, which ran it on Tuesdays and 
Saturdays. The Tuesday market was 
scrapped at the start of the year due to falling 
numbers. 


New alert 
system 
in homes 

An alarm system to 
alert emergency services 
to potential bogus callers 
is being rolled out to 
homes in Walsall. The 
device is on offer to pen¬ 
sioners and vulnerable 
residents. 

It would be triggered 
by pressing a button 
which sends a signal to a 
control room and also 
allow care bosses to 
listen in to conversations 
at the door if the house¬ 
holder believes they have 
been targeted. 

It is among a new 
range of electronic equip¬ 
ment supplied to Walsall 
Council. 

The equipment 

includes bed sensors 
which warn of a potential 
fall, smoke alarms and 
key safes. 

The system is being 
introduced to replace the 
old-style pull-cord and 
intercom systems, which 
are being phased out 
after 30 years. 

Walsall Council Care 
chief, Councillor Barbara 
McCracken, said: 

“People can simply 
refuse to open the door 
and press the button to 
alert us there is suspi¬ 
cious behaviour in a par¬ 
ticular area. 

“If someone has opened 
the door to a suspicious 
caller and is becoming 
anxious and worried, 
they can press this 
button and we can listen 
in silently to the conver¬ 
sation. 

“We can ring the police 
and this is treated as a 
999 call.” 

Suspect is 
remanded 

A man has appeared in 
court accused of assault¬ 
ing a police officer after 
an alleged theft in 
Walsall. 

Shawn Johnson, 19, of 
Persehouse Street, 
Chuckery, appeared last 
week facing two charges 
of assault and theft of 
bottles of beer during an 
alleged incident on 
October 28.

His family said they were 
“over the moon” to have him 
back home. 

Former Shelfield Academy 
pupil Kearon, who spent 
around two weeks in a coma, 
said: “I’m so pleased to be at 
home again. I was getting 
really bored in hospital and 
was desperate to get home. 
Lots of people have been 
popping in to see me and I had 
lots of visitors while I was in 
there too. 

“I’ve had a lot of support 
from people and it is nice to 
know they care.” 

Appointments 

Kearon will have regular 
appointments at Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital over the next few weeks 
but is expected to make a full 
recovery. He hopes to go to 
Walsall College next year to 
study public services, and one 
day plans to join the Army. 

His mother Caroline, aged 
36, said: “I’m so pleased he is 
going to be alright - these 
past few weeks have been 
such a nightmare. He is 
walking well although he is a 
little unbalanced but he will 
get there. 

“He has done ever so well 
and even the doctors are 
amazed at how well he is 
doing. 

“The surgeons and doctors 
were brilliant - they kept him 
alive.” 

Manchester United fan 
Kearon says he does not 
remember much about the 
attack. 

Police were called to 
reports of a large fight in Ryle 
Street, Blakenall Heath, on 
October 9. Robert Bagnall, 
aged 24, of Wye Road, has 
been charged with grievous 
bodily harm with intent. 


Revamp at 
school is 
shaping up 

Buildings are starting to take shape as part 
of a multi-million pound revamp of a school in 
Walsall. 

The £5.2 million transformation of Birchills 
C of E Primary School was brought forward 
from September 2011 to this year after a surge 
in demand for school places.

Children’s services chief Councillor Rachel 
Andrew, Walsall Council, said: “It’s good to see 
everyone is working very hard to complete the 
work. We are on track which is good news. 

“It’s great to know the building will also be 
available to use by the community out of hours 
so this is good news all round.” 

Pupils have also praised the project and say 
they are looking forward to moving in next year.

People split on taxi bid 


Resurrected plans to create a taxi 
base at a garage in Willenhall have 
divided the community.

Shires, who submitted the petition 
against plans on behalf of residents, 
said: “We thought that these plans 
would have been abandoned following 
the unsuccessful attempt earlier this 
year to establish a taxi base.” 
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Prison term 
for lorry part 
theft man 

A thief who stole a metal part worth thousands of 
pounds from a Bloxwich building firm’s tipper lorry 
has been jailed for six months. 

Shaun Davis admitted theft of metal linked to the 
hydraulic arm of a seven-and-a-half-ton Mercedes 
vehicle at Walsall Magistrates Court. The 23-year- 
old of Stoney Lane, Bloxwich, had targeted S Clift 
Building Contractors on October 19 this year along 
with James Leonard. 

The metal, worth £2,000, was recovered by police 
who were called to the business in Croxstalls Close. 

Leonard, of Kent Street, Coalpool, pleaded guilty 
to theft at a previous hearing. The 23-year-old did 
not appear before magistrates last week ahead of 
sentencing and a warrant without bail was issued. 

Prosecutor Maggie Meakin told the court the theft 
value was £2,000 but had affected the whole system, 
which cost £13,000 to repair. The equipment has 
been out of action since. 

The first hearing was told Davis was arrested on 
the spot and Leonard, who ran off and attempted to 
hide in a garden, was arrested shortly afterwards. 

The stolen item from the lorry was recovered 
nearby. Miss Stephanie Brownlees, defending 
Leonard, told the court it had been a stupid offence 
for him to get involved in but he had wanted to help 
a friend out. She added it was not a professional 
attempt to steal machinery. 

Mr Khalid Bashir, defending Davis, also told the 
hearing there was no professionalism about the job. 

It was claimed Davis was not the ring leader. Mag¬ 
istrates agreed not to send the case to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court and sentenced Davis to 26 weeks in 
jail.

Morris should die in 
jail - victim’s family

The family of one of the Cannock 
Chase murder victims says Raymond 
Morris should die in jail and not be 
given the chance to appeal against his 
conviction. 

Morris, now 81, was the prime suspect in 
the murders of five-year-old Diane Tift and 
six-year-old Margaret Reynolds. 

Their bodies were found in a ditch in January 
1966 - days after they disappeared. He is now 
challenging his conviction for the murder of 
seven-year-old Christine Darby from Walsall, 
who was also discovered at the beauty spot a 
year later. 

He was never charged with killing the other 
two children. 

Diane’s brother, niece Vanessa Barrett and 
sister-in-law said his appeal was stirring up ter¬ 
rible memories. 

The schoolgirl was abducted as she walked 
back from her grandmother’s house in Chapel 
Street, Bloxwich, on December 30, 1965. 

Her brother Terrence, now aged 54, was the 
last family member to see her alive. 

Today he said that he had felt guilty all his life 
that he could not save her. 

Tragedy 

The father-of-six said his family had been 
ripped apart by the tragedy, with his mother 
Irene still grieving for the violent loss of her 
daughter every day and his father “dying of a 
broken heart” in 1989. 

Mr Tift said: “I thought it was my fault for 
most of my life. I still feel that way now. I could 
never give anybody an answer as to what hap¬ 
pened. 

“I was heartbroken over it afterwards 
because I never got to see my sister again. 

“Raymond Morris should die in jail and be left 
there to rot. 

“Life should mean life. We still miss Diane 
even though it’s been over 40 years. We’ve 
missed out on her growing up and having a 
family of her own. 

“Things haven’t got easier to cope with over 
time for our family. 

“I would like to have a say in this appeal case,” 

Morris, who was sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment when he was 39, was never charged with 
the murders of Diane and Margaret and their 
cases have remained on file ever since. 

The former engineer from Green Lane, 
Walsall, has been in prison for 42 years.

Horror of disappearance 


The heartbroken brother of murder 
victim Diane Tift recalled the day his 
five-year-old sister disappeared. The 
abduction and murder of Diane, from 
Bloxwich, were part of one of the biggest 
police investigations in history. 

Officers hunted for years for the man 
dubbed the Cannock Chase Murderer. 

Terrence Tift recalled: “We were 
coming back from our nan’s house in 
Chapel Street when she was taken from 
us. 

“We were walking along Blakenall 
Lane just chatting, she was following 
behind me maybe about two yards. 

“Then I turned around and she wasn’t 
there, but because the park was close by 
I thought she might have run over there, 
but when I searched she wasn’t there so 


I went home and told my mother. 

“We had lived in Hollemeadow Avenue 
just round the corner from Nan’s and the 
park. You wouldn’t think anyone could 
have disappeared that quickly so close 
to their own home. 

“She was lovely, had blonde hair and a 
lovely smile and was very funny. That’s 
how I remember her always smiling. 
She was a family favourite.” 

Mr Tift was nine at the time of the 
horror. 

He added: “It is right when people say 
feelings are still very raw over what 
happened to Diane.” 

His wife Sandra, aged 55, who also 
grew up in the area said she recalled 
how everyone’s homes and lofts were 
searched.

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Churchgoers to patrol 
streets of town centre

Churchgoers are poised to patrol 
the streets of Walsall town centre 
from next year to help tackle rowdy 
behaviour and get revellers home 
safely. 

The town’s first Street Pastors scheme 
is to be launched in March and will see vol¬ 
unteers support police on busy weekend 
nights. 

They will talk to people who appear dis¬ 
tressed or upset, diffuse potentially difficult sit¬ 
uations, administer basic first aid and help 
people to taxis. The approach has been success¬ 
fully used elsewhere in the country. 

A feasibility study looking at introducing the 
scheme in Walsall was carried out earlier this 
year. 

Several churches across the borough have 
now agreed to support the initiative. Once 
training is completed it is aimed to be intro¬ 
duced within six months. 

Diffuse 

Richard Jolly, aged 57, of Aldridge Methodist 
Church, who is helping to set it up, said: “We 
are looking at the end of March, beginning of 
April when it will start. 

“The aim is to provide a calming presence, to 
talk and diffuse a situation before police have 
to get involved. It is early stages at the moment 
but we would be aiming to do it twice a week if 
we get enough people for Friday and Saturday.” 

The Street Pastors approach was originally 
launched in London in 2003 and has been rolled 
out in more than 100 other areas, including 
Wolverhampton. 

Church volunteers will walk round the town 
between 10pm and 4am supporting the work of 
other emergency services. 

A Street Ministry service has been operating 
in Walsall from the Crossing at St Paul’s on 
Friday nights with people on hand to offer 
drinks between 9pm and midnight. 

A taxi marshal scheme to reduce booze- 
fuelled violence in the town centre was briefly 
introduced but axed last year due to cost 
cutting. 

It was first trialled in 2007 on Friday and 
Saturday nights and then reintroduced in 
Christmas 2008 after a grant was received. 

Despite being hailed a success, with a report 
showed the number of violent passengers 
catching a lift was slashed, the authority said it 
was unable to fund it as a permanent fixture. 


Surplus trees put to good use 


Trees left over from 
a roadworks project in 
Walsall are brighten¬ 
ing up a housing 
estate - and helping to 
tackle an area blighted 
by illegal parking. 

Lime trees that were 
planned for a new red 
route created along 
the A34 Birmingham 
Road are now being 
planted in Park Hall 
to provide a splash of 
colour. 

A total of 25 are 
being planted along 
Lonsdale Road, Bell 
Road and the junction 
with Canning Road by 
Urban Forestry 
Service. 

Councillor Rose 
Martin, chairman of 
the Park Hall Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, 
said: “This is a real 
boost for the area as 
we all work together to 
improve the Park Hall 
environment. 

The trees in Lons¬ 
dale will also help to 
prevent parking on the 
grass verges. 

“I am delighted that 
we have been able to 
put these surplus trees 
to good use at no extra 
cost to the council and 
look forward to them 
reaching maturity 
over the coming 
years.” 

Leisure chief Coun¬ 
cillor Anthony Harris 
said: “The trees will 
enhance the streets of 
Park Hall and provide 
an attractive feature 
for future generations 
to enjoy.”

Revised pub scheme 
has been thrashed out 
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walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk 
Campaigners have had their say 
on controversial plans to transform a 
pub in Pheasey into Walsall’s biggest 
home. 

Revised plans have gone to council 
planners concerning the now-empty 
Three Crowns pub in Sutton Road. Orig¬ 
inal plans for six luxury houses, a 
helipad and a lake were submitted a year 
ago but have been scaled down by the 
developer, businessman Pal Singh. 

The latest scheme features the huge home 
being created as part of the pub building, 
along with four homes — themselves due to be 
worth £lmillion each - built around it. 

The latest application was due to be decided 
last week but a decision will now not be made 
until December, giving council planners more 
time to speak to concerned residents, who are 
worried about its proximity to green belt land. 

Sutton Road resident David Baker said: 
“The green belt land is for us all to protect, not 
only for our enjoyment, but for future genera¬ 
tions. 

“Planning consent within a site of this 
importance is rarely granted. Only in the 
most exceptional circumstances would per¬ 
mission be given, and, clearly, every effort 
should be made to protect the site and the 
integrity of its status.” 

Support 

West Midlands MEP Mike Nattrass MEP is 
also against the scheme. 

He said: “This is clearly not the right loca¬ 
tion for such a plan and I support residents in 
their calls for the green belt to be saved.” 

Council Adrian Andrew, the borough’s 
regeneration chief, said it would be a boost to 
Walsall. 

He said: “The houses that would be built on 
two car parks either side of the pub would not 
deviate from the existing building line. 

“We are talking about £1 million houses 
here and the development of a derelict pub. I 
think there is some scaremongering around 
the application and would urge anyone con¬ 
cerned to look at the plans.” 

The Three Crowns closed more than three 
years ago. The building dates back to the 
1930s and is owned by Mitchells & Butlers. 
Planning permission has already been 
granted to change the use of the building from 
a business to residential. 


Billy’s chronicles of borough 


A Victorian trades¬ 
man who chronicled 
some of the history of 
Walsall is the source of 
a new book.

More than 350 trees will be 
felled at Walsall Arboretum 
for health and safety 
reasons — 100 more than 
expected. 

An online campaign has now 
been launched to stop the work, 
which will form part of the park’s 
£7.9 million revamp. 

The destruction has been called an 
“act of vandalism” that will destroy 
the habitat of thousands of birds and 
animals. 

In the planning application to 
remove them, Laine Harrin from 
Walsall Council said the 368 trees 
needed to be removed because of 
health and safety reasons and to 
allow the transformation of the park 
to go ahead. 

“The aim of the overall tree works 
programme is to provide a balance of 
young and mature tree stock which 
can be enjoyed by both current and 
future visitors.” 

Housed 

More than 4,000 fruit trees are to be 
planted in Walsall Arboretum Exten¬ 
sion, a section of the park which 
housed the Grange Golf Course before 
it closed and is home to lots of wildlife. 

The council hopes to harvest the 
fruits and distribute the juices to 
Walsall schools. 

The masterplan for the park 
includes a new visitors’ centre, and 
changing rooms for water sports. 
Refurbishments of the bandstand and 
boathouse are planned and all work is 
expected to be finished by 2013. 

Work on a new skate park and 
multi-use sports area has begun at 
the park. 

Councillor Anthony Harris, cabinet 
member for leisure, culture and envi¬ 
ronment, said today: “There are 
around 2,200 trees within the historic 
core of the park. 

“The management of the trees will 
result in a significantly improved 
park for future generations to enjoy.” 


Indoor training roof fitted for builders 


A roof has been

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Spark of hope grows for centre 


The Amateur Swimming Association 
(ASA) today sparked fresh hope for the 
future of Willenhall’s former leisure 
centre after hinting that its interest in 
taking over the site had progressed. 

The ASA was one of several parties to 
express an interest in the Bath Street 
centre after it closed in August.

The benefit of a community asset trans¬ 
fer would be that the council would keep a 
facility in Willenhall but without having 
to foot the bill for the running costs or the 
security costs for the empty building. 

Council leader Mike Bird has previously 
said the council would consider a commu¬ 
nity asset transfer at no cost as long as it 
proved a good deal for the people in and 
around Willenhall who want to use the 
centre.

Thieves raid shop for exclusive dolls 


Exclusive dolls worth a 
total of £5,000 have been 
stolen from a shop in 
Brownhills. 

Thieves smashed 
through the door of 
Suzanne Lewis Collecta¬ 
bles to steal the dolls, 
which are individually 
made by artists at the 
shop, and sell for around 
£300 each. 

Shop owner Suzanne 
Lewis estimated that at 
least 15 dolls, which 
weigh between 31b and 
71b each, had been taken. 

She said: “It’s not like I 
can just go somewhere, 
order some more and 
replace them. Each doll 
takes weeks to make. 

“It takes 40 hours to 
put the hair in and each 
face is hand painted. 

“It’s a very time-con¬ 
suming job. I have a lot of 
orders that will keep me 
busy right up until 
Christmas Eve. 

“The theft will affect 
the business because 
people come to the shop 
to buy, and there’s 
nothing for them to buy 
or even look at now.” 

Ms Lewis believes the 
thieves knew what they 
were looking for. 

“I sell baby prams and 
clothes, and there were a 
couple of other factory- 
produced dolls there, and 
they didn’t take them,” 
she said.

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Relief as High Street works end 


Work on Bloxwich High Street has 
finally been completed after months of 
complaints from long-suffering traders 
and motorists. 

The red route scheme has been ongoing 
since the summer with the final landmark 
stages of the project finished in the last 
couple of weeks. 

Contractors will remain in the area to 
ensure any minor problems are resolved - 
but Walsall Council says it is in essence 
completed. Bosses add extra drainage and 
block paving work has also been carried 
out. 

This work had not been originally 
planned. During a peak period of the £3 
million scheme a one-way system was in 


place for six weeks throughout August - 
leading to diversions. 

Work has included changing locations of 
bus stops and applying single or double 
red lines in certain areas of the road. 

Walsall transport chief, Councillor Tom 
Ansell, said: “We’re really pleased that 
improvements to Bloxwich High Street 
have been completed. 

“There have been a wide range of 
changes to the area and it’s allowed us to 
carry out additional improvements such 
as drainage work and block paving,” he 
added. 

“There will be some continued presence 
in the town as contractors continue to iron 
out some last-minute minor problems but 


by and large the scheme is now complete.” 

Traders said they lost customers while 
the one-way system was in place from the 
end of July. 

The road reopened again in both direc¬ 
tions in September with the rest of the 
project including new signals then com¬ 
pleted. Businesses have questioned the 
necessity of the work along the route. 

Chris Bayne, director at Bloxwich Com¬ 
puter Centre, said: “I didn’t think it was 
that bad before and needed all this money 
spent on it. All it has managed to do is 
create a negative impact on the busi¬ 
nesses.” The scheme included a £100,000 
project to expand the car park at Samuel 
Street.” 


Boss sold 
food out 
of hours 

A takeaway boss was 
twice caught serving food 
late at night without the 
necessary permission. 

Joynal Islam, of the 
Hot Chilli takeaway, 
Bloxwich Road, Walsall, 
was serving after 11pm. 

He has applied for a 
licence to continue 
serving food until 
11.30pm Sunday to 
Thursday, and until 
12.30am on Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

In a report to go to the 
council’s licensing sub¬ 
committee on November 
15, Lorraine Boothman, 
senior principal trading 
standards officer for 
Walsall Council, said offi¬ 
cers had visited the shop 
to inform Mr Islam that 
he should close at 11pm. 
But on two other occa¬ 
sions, officials were 
served food at 11.20pm. 

Ms Boothman said in 
the report: ‘Mr Islam has 
demonstrated he shows 
little regard for the 
requirements of the leg¬ 
islation. Therefore we 
would say that he is not a 
suitable person to hold a 
licence.”

y WSIO SSY 
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£1m damage in 
scrapyard arson

An estimated £1 million damage has 
been caused when arsonists struck at a 
metal scrapyard in the region just days 
after a similar attack at its sister factory 
in Darlaston. 

European Metal Recycling, Downing 
Street, Smethwick, was engulfed in flames 
last week, almost a week on from a blaze at 
the plant in Bentley Road South. 

West Midlands Police confirmed they were 
looking at links between the two fires. It is also 
believed £lm of damage was caused at the other 
fire. 

A spokesman for the firm said: “As far as we are 
concerned these are similar events. There is a good 
chance that it is not a coincidence.” 

He said firefighters were being put at risk. 

“We would like to assure our customers that it is 
business as usual at both sites,” he added. 

Fire crews were called to the plant in Downing 
Street, Smethwick, last week after plumes of black 
smoke were seen. 

Precautionary 

The blaze had taken hold in a scrap metal pile in 
an open yard. A metal crushing machine was also 
affected. 

The fire resulted in problems on the trains. Pas¬ 
sengers were delayed after Network Rail closed the 
nearby track as a precautionary measure. 

PJ Taylor, spokesman for Network Rail, said: “A 
train driver reported seeing flames at around 
11pm. We phoned in the warning and we stopped 
the trains. We reopened the line at 11.23pm, but 
then we shut it again for 20 minutes because of the 
smoke.” 

The blaze in Darlaston happened the previous 
Wednesday. 

Youths were caught on CCTV setting fire to a 
large metal shredder at the plant in Bentley Road 
South. 

The oil in the machinery caused an intense blaze 
that had to be doused with special foam and water 
from the nearby Walsall Canal. Heavy smoke hung 
in the air and residents had to keep doors and 
windows closed. Police cordoned off part of Bentley 
Road South while firefighters worked at the plant. 

CCTV footage is now being investigated by police. 

Oldbury fire station crew commander Richard 
Jones said at least 40 nearby residents had 
reported the fire after spotting large plumes of 
black smoke billowing into the sky. 

Firefighters feared an explosion due to a number 
of cylinders and hydraulic oil stored on the site. 


Tougher line 
over thefts 

People charged with metal thefts in Walsall will be 
hit with curfews and banned from certain parts of the 
borough, police announced. 

Officers said they would no longer be cautioning 
people arrested for metal theft. Instead, people 
charged with the offence will be bailed straight to 
court and have to follow strict conditions, such as 
curfews and banning orders. Officers also said they 
would be visiting every scrapyard in the borough on 
a weekly basis, checking for any stolen metal. 

West Midlands Police relaunched Operation Steel 
in September to tackle a rise in thefts of lead, copper 
and brass. 

Walsall Chief Inspector Sally Holmes said: “We are 
determined to crack down on metal and lead theft. 

“We recognise the significant harm that those 
responsible for the theft cause to our communities. 
The thieves target homes, business premises and 
schools. We are aware that many homes and busi¬ 
nesses are struggling due to the economic downturn, 
and schools are in no position to spend money on 
repairs. 

“Traffic officers will also check scrap metal wagons 
to ensure they are roadworthy.” She added details of 
scrap metal dealers in the borough would be auto¬ 
matically passed on to government agencies to check 
if they are legitimate. 

The Department of Work and Pensions and the 
Environment Agency would be able to prosecute 
dealers operating without a licence. Walsall has been 
a hotspot for metal thefts. 

Crimes have included £25,000 of copper stolen 
from a Brownhills firm, £1,000 of brass from a 
Walsall saddlery and more than 30 manhole covers 
taken from streets in Willenhall, Darlaston and 
Moxley.

Another pub is lost to town as building bulldozed 


A derelict Walsall pub has been pulled 
down due to its dangerous condition. 

The Forge Hammer in Rollingmill 
Street has been razed to the ground after 
vandal and arson attacks since it closed 
four years ago. 

Birmingham-based Gora Developments 
still does not have firm plans for the site’s 
future but said the demolition was neces¬ 
sary because of the building’s poor state. 
Its interior had been stripped and water 
was getting in. 

The site was expected to be transformed 
into shops under fresh plans to bring it 
back to life and in April this year Walsall 
Council granted a certificate of lawful pro¬ 
posed use for pub use or development. 

Raj Kumar, of Gora Developments, said: 
‘We obtained the change of use, but we 
were always going to demolish it because 
the structure was dangerous and the site 
looked unsightly. 

“It had been heavily vandalised. Inside 
had been stripped and the lead flashing 
stolen which allowed water to get in. It 


was a mess. We observed our¬ 
selves it was dangerous and we 
didn’t want the trespassing to 
continue.” 

The pub at the corner of Brine- 
ton Street closed during the long- 
running ring road project which 
included Pleck Road and never 
reopened. 

It was among 12 pubs bought 
by Gora from pub chain Punch 
Taverns when the Forge 
Hammer was a running busi¬ 
ness. 

Mr Kumar said the pub which 
was popular with workers from 
nearby businesses also fell 
victim to the smoking ban and 
cheap supermarket drinks. 

Gora Developments has also held talks 
with unidentified community groups over 
the future of another vacant pub, The 
Tannery, after plans to demolish it and 
replace it with homes stalled. 

“The discussions are in the very early

stages,” he added.

No suitable staff keeps cafe shut 


A new cafe at a £1.2 million library in 
Walsall is to remain shut for the foresee¬ 
able future because no-one has been found 
to run it. Potential caterers were invited to 
register their interest in taking on the cafe 
bar, one of the main features of the new 
Bloxwich Library. 

Walsall Council said there were initially 
20 interested parties, but officers have 
been unable to select a suitable applicant. 

The library in Elmore Row was unveiled 
in September after a nine-month transfor¬ 
mation, during which temporary facilities 
for people wanting to borrow books were 
provided. Chris Cordes, Walsall Libraries’ 
strategic manager, said: “Despite us 


issuing more than 20 application packs, 
unfortunately no suitable applications 
were received so we’ll be reviewing the 
process. We believe the cafe is a unique 
opportunity within one of Walsall’s 
busiest libraries.” 

The refurbishment is the result of a 
grant from the Big Lottery Communities 
Libraries fund. It was awarded to trans¬ 
form the rundown building in July 2008 
and work started last November. 

The new-look library provides exhibi¬ 
tion, display and performance areas, 
meeting rooms and a children’s reading 
garden. Councillors are currently assess¬ 
ing a shake-up of leisure services across 


Walsall. The plans include rebranding the 
borough’s libraries which would see all 16 
called Library, Learning and Information 
Centres. 

Options such as extending opening 
hours to evenings and weekends, bringing 
in volunteers and offering more council 
services inside have been suggested. 

Changes to the mobile service could also 
be made, including fewer stops but longer 
stays and more computers on board. 

The recommendations were put 
together by a council working group to 
explore leisure services and the report will 
now go before the decision-making 
cabinet. 


£7m has

Police to visit every scrapyard 


Police in Walsall are to visit every scrap¬ 
yard in the borough as part of a major 
crackdown on rising metal thefts. 

Officers will be checking to see if stolen 
metal is being sold and reminding dealers 
of their duty to log everything they handle. 

The borough has been a hotspot for 
metal thefts over the past few weeks. 

Crimes have included £25,000 of copper 
stolen from a Brownhills firm, £1,000 of 
brass from a Walsall saddlery and more 
than 30 manhole covers taken from 
streets in Willenhall, Darlaston and 
Moxley. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Joanne Hunt said officers will check if 


stolen metal is being sold and remind 
dealers of their responsibility to log all 
metal as part of Operation Steel - a force¬ 
wide initiative relaunched in September 
to combat rising metal theft.” 

Three men, aged 18, 19 and 19, were 
arrested on suspicion of burglary after 
metal piping was found at an address. 
They have been bailed pending further 
inquiries.Also recently, £25,000 of copper 
was taken from PR Metals Ltd, Brown- 
hills, and £1,000 of scrap brass castings 
from Abbey Saddlery, Walsall. 

There have been 900 metal thefts in the 
Black Country in three months. 

There were 211 in Walsall, 321 in 


Sandwell and 218 in Wolverhampton. In 
Dudley over a six-week period there were 
156 metal thefts. Police say people should 
secure wheelie bins as thieves increas¬ 
ingly using them to transport metal. 

Other advice includes ensuring all 
garages, sheds and gates are locked; 
pruning trees and shrubs that may help 
thieves climb on to roofs; and using anti¬ 
vandal paint and warning notices. 

Last month taxpayers faced a £15,000 
bill after 31 manhole covers were taken in 
Moxley, Darlaston and Willenhall.

Disney On Ice 100 Years of Magic. NIA 

It is 108 years since Walt Disney was born and 
next week it will be 72 years since Mickey Mouse 
made his movie debut... so I can only assume that 
the 100 Years of Magic is part of a decade-long cel¬ 
ebration of the studio’s movie magic. Whatever the 
theme, the latest Disney ice spectacular does live 
up to the hyperbole - it is a visual treat full of colour¬ 
ful costumed characters and featuring thrilling 
skating.

Seasons Of My Soul: Rumer 

What a very special voice. Rumer (seen right) has 
been compared to Karen Carpenter and Laura Nyro and 
her soft, yet sturdy, tones deserve to be mentioned in 
such legendary company.

T here are few trees that display 
the spectacular hues of 
autumn more vividly than the 
acer, with its delicate, finely cut 
foliage which provides a volcano of 
colour, from warm yellows and 
burnt oranges to fiery reds and deep 
burgundies. 

Every garden, no matter how large or 
small, should find space for trees - and 
there are few to top the acer for ele¬ 
gance, says top garden designer Andrew 
Mclndoe, of Hillier Nurseries, recently 
crowned International Grower of the 
Year. 

“Gardeners tend to concentrate on the 
little herbaceous beauties, but it is the trees 
that give the structure, height and year- 
round interest to a planting scheme,” says 
Mclndoe, who designed 20 of Hillier’s 65 con¬ 
secutive gold medal-winning gardens at 
Chelsea Flower Show. 

The supreme elegance, magnificent colour 


and sheer volume of varieties make the acer 
a good choice of tree, whatever the size of 
your garden, he says. 

They will grow happily on acid or alkaline 
soils, need sun for good foliage colour but 
should be kept clear of biting winds, which 
will burn their delicate foliage, or drought, 
which will cause their leaves to go brown at 
the tips. 

Japanese maples, varieties of Acer palma¬ 
tum, are ideal for smaller gardens. 

Foliage 

“Strong growing varieties such as Acer 
palmatum ‘Bloodgood’, with purple-red 
foliage, are the best to choose where a red¬ 
leaved tree of around 3-4m is required,” 
Mclndoe recommends. 

Japanese maples are also excellent for 
growing in the gentle shade of larger trees 
provided the earth in which they are planted 
is not awash with the roots of the larger spec¬ 
imen. 

While some acers provide colour in spring 
and summer, if you want them to become a 
focal point in autumn look no further than 


Acer palmatum ‘Ozakazuki’, which turns 
from green to vivid scarlet. 

“Plant it where the leaves will be back-lit 
by the sun in morning or late afternoon for 
best effect,” says Mclndoe. 

The coral bark maple, A. palmatum ‘Sango- 
kaku’, is renowned for its orange-red young 
stems which glow in winter light after the 
butter yellow autumn leaves have fallen. 

“This is a good choice for a smaller garden 
because it has upwardly sweeping branches 
as a young tree,” he adds. Plant it with the 
sapphire blue-flowered dwarf shrub Cer- 
atostigma willmottianum for a striking com¬ 
bination. Acers can also be grown in 
containers to provide a splash of colour and 
architectural pizzazz on a patio. Plant them 
in large pots of John Innes loam-based 
compost for the best results, or a compost 
comprising equal parts John Innes No 2 and 
a soilless multipurpose compost, which will 
hang on to water and nutrients more effec¬ 
tively. If you want a taller tree and are pre¬ 
pared to be patient while it establishes itself, 
a good choice is the paper-bark maple, Acer 


griseum, Mclndoe recommends. This has 
beautiful mahogany peeling bark and small 
three-lobed leaves of deep green which colour 
richly in autumn. The bark is spectacular in 
winter when caught by low winter sun. Plant 
it where the bare stems can be seen.” 

Other good choices for autumn include the 
snake bark maples including Acer davidii 
‘George Forrest’, with its red-stalked leaves, 
and the native field maple A. campestre, 
which has a broad, bushy habit and small 
green leaves which turn butter-yellow in 
autumn. 

Mclndoe concludes: “Autumn and early 
winter are the ideal times to plant a new tree 
in your garden. Make sure you give it the best 
start by digging a hole much larger than the 
roots, prepare the soil well and break up the 
ground in the bottom of the hole, adding 
shrub and tree planting compost and slow- 
release fertiliser to the soil before you back¬ 
fill. 

“Make sure your new tree is securely held 
with a quality stake and tie and check it reg¬ 
ularly from next spring as the tree grows.”

“Worse than Paul Merson,” sang 
the growing number of disgruntled 
Saddlers fans. 

Anyone with even a passing knowl¬ 
edge of Walsall will know there is no 
stronger insult to be issued around the 
Banks’s Stadium. 

In truth, the club’s former player- 
manager would have loved his team to have 
been this good. 

Sadly, so locked in a trough of mishaps 
are Chris Hutchings’ side that an improved 
performance still resulted in a story all too 
familiar to the denigrated Merson and the 
current gaffer so far in this season of 
misery. 

At no stage in the game were Walsall ever 
two goals worse than Peterborough but a 3- 
1 defeat was their 10th from the last 13 
games and although November has only 
just arrived, the five-point gap to safety 
already looks pretty chilling. 

Those same fans are now calling more 
vociferously for Hutchings’ removal which 
is clearly Option 2 in the hierarchy’s items 
for discussion. 

Option 1 remains to stand firmly by the 
manager and his lieutenant Martin O’Con¬ 
nor in the belief that owner Jeff Bonser’s 
confidence on their day of appointment - 
“this is the best management team I have 
ever appointed” - was not misplaced. 

But Hutchings has been around long 
enough to know that this unusually sympa¬ 
thetic support from a set of football direc¬ 
tors cannot go on indefinitely. 

The manager’s constant optimism in the 
face of such a withering set of results has 
grated on the home punters, who numbered 
less than 3,000 last night, but for once the 
upbeat tones of his post-match address had 
merit. 

Undeniable 

The Saddlers created chances all evening 
and their effort was undeniable. They lack 
creativity and craft but that is not to say 
they do not possess a goal threat either out 
wide or down the centre. 

As a further sign of the board’s support, 
yet another loan player was wheeled out 
onto the battleground last night. Barnsley 
striker Liam Dickinson enjoyed a lively 
enough debut even if a couple of opportuni¬ 
ties to make a name for himself with some 
back-post headers went begging. 

Dickinson’s acquisition, following on 
from the return of James Walker, is the 
seventh loan player this season, a legacy 
most probably of Bonser’s preference to 
beg, borrow and steal rather than commit 
the club’s threadbare coffers to lengthier 
contracts. It was like that, too, in Merson’s 
day. 

But in a weekend in which first Wolves 
and then Albion reminded us of the huge 
benefits of a robust and formidable team spirit, Hutchings’ 
critics must accept it is tough to generate the same bond with 
temporary employees whose futures are uncertain. 

That’s one problem. More obviously, Hutchings will not 
survive without his players shutting down the elementary 
mistakes that have sent them tumbling down the League 
One rockface like rope-less mountaineers. Two weakly 
defended set-pieces and a soft-as-you-like counter-attack 
were the sources of Posh’s goals, exposing in the process 
Walsall’s fatal naivete. 

Significantly with such an inexperienced back four, Peter¬ 
borough scored when the Saddlers’ concentration was at its 
most vulnerable. It was bad enough that the home side 
pulled the rug from under their feet when a cheap 14th 
minute free-kick, conceded by Clayton McDonald, just inside 
his own half resulted in Peterborough’s Arron Davies drop¬ 
ping a routine centre into the Saddlers area which Ryan 
Bennett met with an unchallenged header. 

It was bad enough that this wrecked an entirely promising 
opening from Hutchings’ men which had seen Dickinson 


denied by a last-ditch block and young full-backs Darryl 
Westlake and Ryan McGivern pound menacing shots 
towards keeper Joe Lewis. Westlake brought arguably the 
save of the game as Lewis’ fingertips were enough to touch 
the ball on to the bar. 

Equaliser 

But, having conceded such a soft opener, Walsall com¬ 
pounded their error by rushing off in search of an immediate 
equaliser - leaving the back door swinging on its hinges for 
Aaron McLean to trigger a counter-attack which finished 
with Davies beating Walker with some ease. 

Two goals spread over 90 seconds; it was proving some 
homecoming for the popular old boy. 

Shrugging off the mood of insurgency running through 
their supporters, still Walsall threatened and of all the 
players you would want on the end of your team’s best chance 
before the break, Jon Macken would be an overwhelming 
choice. Yet Macken, finding daylight after a smart exchange 
of passes with McGivern, appeared to lose his head at the 


moment of execution when he tried to smash a close-range 
chance through Lewis’ body when subtlety would have pre¬ 
vailed. The effort was blocked. 

Undeterred, Walsall came out with even greater vigour 
when the match resumed and by the 53rd minute were back 
in the game for real. Growing pressure eventually forced 
Peterborough to concede space to Julian Gray who marked an 
otherwise low-key performance with a header from a cross by 
the excellent Martin Devaney. 

Crazily, but maybe unsurprisingly, Walsall instantly sur¬ 
rendered their platform for recovery within a minute. A 
corner immediately conceded in panic and excitement 
brought three successful touches by Boro’ players - two 
headers setting up Kelvin Langmead for an easy point-blank 
finish. The voices of dissent grew as the match played out to 
a pattern of game but fruitless effort by a Walsall team des¬ 
perately seeking a moment, a player, a twist of fortune 
perhaps, to turn their season. 

You can only hope they find it — and you can only hope they 
find it very soon. 


Jimmy Walker: Received a hero’s welcome on his 
Banks’s return but questions will be raised about 
whether he should have dealt with Posh’s opener. He 
made one fine fingertip save from Tomlin during a 
reserved display. 6/10 

Darryl Westlake - Star Man: The teenager 
came so close to his first Saddlers’ goal during an 
accomplished outing.

Hutch’s side 
paid the price 

Chris Hutchings has admitted Walsall paid the 
price for their mistakes against ruthless Peterbor¬ 
ough. The Saddlers were left bemoaning their 
“Achilles heel” after conceding twice from set-pieces 
as Posh ran out 3-1 winners at the Banks’s Stadium. 

Julian Gray’s second-half header gave the hosts 
hope after quick-fire strikes from Ryan Bennett and 
Arron Davies put Posh in control. 

But Kelvin Langmead’s 55th-minute strike, just 
two minutes after Gray’s goal, ended the Saddlers’ 
revival and kept them bottom of League One. 

Hutchings, who faced more calls to quit from fans, 
conceded they cannot keep shooting themselves in 
the foot after Posh scored three goals from their four 
shots on target. 

“If you make mistakes you will get punished and 
we’ve got to make sure we get through this period,” 
he said. “The first was a needless free-kick, which we 
didn’t defend well, and it’s been our Achilles heel at 
times. 

“With the second, they hit us on the counter-attack 
and the third was another set- piece. It’s disappoint¬ 
ing after the way we played. If you look at the stats 
we’d come out on top every time. 

“I counted 13 shots for us in the first half and they 
had four. The lads gave their all, we created chances 
and got the balls into the box but it’s not going for us. 
It’s hard to take when you play that well, which was 
probably our best at home all season.” 

Hutchings handed an instant debut to Liam Dick¬ 
inson after the striker signed on a month’s loan from 
Barnsley just hours before the clash. 

Defeat was the Saddlers’ 10th in 15 league games 
this season and heaped the pressure on Hutchings.

RICHARDS KEEPS 
TEAM IN THE CUP 


Fleetwood 1 Walsall 1 

I t was billed as Fleetwood’s Cup Final 
- but now every game for Walsall is 
their own personal slice of Wembley. 
In the past, an FA Cup draw at Highbury 
would be cause for celebration but a Fleetwood 
version is unlikely to be seen as a success. 

Seeds of comfort can be taken from Jimmy 
Walker’s heroics and the fact Walsall didn’t lose - 
despite playing for 50 minutes with 10 men following 
Ryan McGivern’s dismissal. Fleetwood even had the 
good grace to miss a penalty. 

But the problem is, while they battle away, 
Walsall are not getting the results and football is a 
results business. Their record now stands at one win 
in the last 14 games and that run is indefensible. 

They have won just three times in 18 outings this 
season and words are meaningless. Nothing the 
players or management can say will make up for 
their failings. 

Every winless game piles a little more pressure on 
boss Chris Hutchings. And, because of that, one can 
be forgiven for not looking too far ahead. The old 
adage of one game at a time cannot be more perti¬ 
nent in the current climate. 

Drawing with Fleetwood on Saturday at least kept 
the Saddlers in the hat but it did little to ease the dis¬ 
quiet. Fans’ hostility towards Hutchings at High¬ 
bury reached a peak and there is only so much they 
are willing to take. 

Owner Jeff Bonser must be aware of the depth of 
feeling from the terraces and while he is at logger- 
heads with supporters, if results continue he will 
appease them soon enough. 

Such is the current swell of opinion, Hutchings 
would have to win the FA Cup to endear himself to 
the fans. Yet it is almost worth forgetting the FA Cup 
- the priority is League One survival. We cannot 
forget Walsall are bottom of the table. 

Promotion 

Should the Saddlers suffer relegation and Fleet- 
wood earn promotion they will be playing each other 
in League Two next year. 

League hostilities resume at Bournemouth on 
Saturday and the Saddlers need points, not prize 
money. The trip to the south coast takes on more 
meaning after Walsall left Lancashire breathing a 
collective sigh of relief. 

They are still in the Cup and while the players and 
manager hailed their character they knew, deep 
down, they should have been out. But scraping a 
result against Blue Square Premier opponents - on 
paper - will not be viewed as good enough. Had it not 
been for poor finishing, a missed penalty and 
inspired goalkeeping from the evergreen Walker, all 
the talk would have been of a Cup upset. 

But, as it is, the teams square up again at the 
Banks’s November 16 and the Saddlers will fret 
about emulating Gillingham, Crewe and Bristol 
Rovers’ early exits. They will be favourites, natu¬ 
rally, but Fleetwood demonstrated enough to 
suggest the tie isn’t over. 

Walsall’s graft and sheer bloody-mindedness 
earned them a replay and while they may lack craft, 
their application should never be questioned. 

And boy did they have to work hard following 
McGivern’s 39th minute dismissal. The Northern 
Ireland international’s reckless two-footed lunge on 
Ian Craney left referee Peter Quinn with little alter¬ 
native. They were already 1-0 up thanks to Matt 
Richards’ early strike and had survived Steve 
McNulty’s missed penalty after Richard Taundry 
was harshly adjudged to have felled Craney. 

Prior to McNulty’s gaffe the Saddlers were com¬ 
fortable, if not spectacular. They easily batted away 
the hosts’ attacks before McGivern self-destructed. 
From then Walsall were in trouble. It was no sur¬ 
prise when Jamie Mullan found the top corner with 
a speculative effort minutes after the restart. 

Fleetwood went for the kill but found Walker in 
imperious form. He twice denied Nathan Pond 
before a stunning reaction stop thwarted Lee 
Thorpe.

We deserve 
all the flak, 
says Walker 

Jimmy Walker has admitted Walsall deserve all 
the flak they get - but it won’t worry boss Chris 
Hutchings. 

Fans again vented their anger at Hutchings in an 
increased show of dissent as the Saddlers clung on to 
a 1-1 FA Cup draw at Fleetwood on Saturday. 

They survived a second-half onslaught after Ryan 
McGivern was sent off, six minutes before the break, 
despite taking an early lead through Matt Richards. 

Keeper Walker saved the Saddlers from embar¬ 
rassment with a string of fine stops and admitted 
supporters have a right to be unhappy with the 
team. 

“The manager would be the first to say ‘fine’, if he 
is getting stick. We probably all deserve it at the 
minute because we’re bottom of the league,” he said. 

‘We’re all in it together, disharmony never helps 
anything, and we’ve got to all stick together and get 
a few wins. Hopefully this will kick us on. 

“The fans are entitled to their opinion because 
they travelled there to get behind the team.” 

The teams will replay at the Banks’s Stadium for 
the right to travel to Torquay in the second round on 
November 27. 

Walker insisted the players are doing everything 
in their power to ease the pressure on Hutchings 
after just three wins all season. 

“The effort is showing, the players are behind the 
manager and you can tell that,” he said. 

“That’s one thing which has stood out for me. 

“Sometimes we’ve lacked a bit of quality and not 
done the right things at the right time but the effort 
isn’t in question.” 

Walker was beaten by Jamie Mullan’s speculative 
effort after the re-start but twice denied Nathan 
Pond and produced a stunning late block to thwart 
Lee Thorpe. 

He kept the Saddlers in the Cup but the 37-year- 
old said he would prefer a quiet life. 

He said: “I don’t want any glory, I want an easy 
game and a 1-0 win. My sharpness is coming back a 
little now, in a couple of games I’ll be at a level I’d like 
to be. Hopefully I can do it for the team and get the 
victories we need.”
